present. 

2. One (j ).QR:F member will be available to assist at the front gate (Charlie One) daily from 0800

3. One (1) QRF member will be on roving patrol daily between the hoiyvof 0000 urrftf 0800 • 

4. In the event of an attack on the U.S. Mission, QRF will request a&^ional support from the 1 7 th 
February Martyrs Brigade. ^ * 

5. One (1) QRF member will accompany an agent to and from the airport for all CWW of Mission 
(COM) designated staff arrivals and departures.^ ~ Jf '■ 

6- At minimum, one (1) QRF will provide PRS support on afl mo Jfents outside'^f ihe compound' 
that are deemed critical by the Regional Security Officer- (RSdB>** ' 

7. Each QRF member is required to work a minimum 8 ho^daWbntingentlipon available staffing 
and needs of the RSO. ▼ *^ 

8. Mission critical business may be conducted at all hours of the day 6r night. The RSO sh^l notify 
all QRF personnel as soon as practical to prepare for any movement taking place outside of- 
regular work hours. x \ 

9. All QRF members will participate in weekly training sessions designated b\ the RSO. 

10. Weekly secur.ty meetings will be held on Tuesday at 1530 with the RSO. 

1 1 . RSO determines movement plans, mission security procedures and training operates. 

12. RSO must approve all assignments of QRF personnel. 

13. QRF members are required to acquire and maintain their own weapons and ammunit: n. Some 
equipment, such as load-bearing vests, flashlights, and radios will be temporarily issued b> the 
U.S. Mission. 

14. In recognition of the service they provide, each QRF member will receive a stipend «^35 I YD 
per day. This stipend will be paid on a biweekly basis.
